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South cleans up from tornadoes as 
blizzards advance north

KEITHVILLE, La. (AP) — Communities from 
Texas to Florida commenced assisting sur- 
vivors and cleaning up Thursday after tor- 
nadoes left scattered destruction and at 
least three people dead across the South. 
To the north, blizzards continued to pound 
the Midwest as more ice and snow head- 
ed toward New England. 
Three straight days of volatile weather in 
the South continued Thursday as a pos- 
sible tornado wrecked a building housing 
a cotton gin in rural Georgia and forecast- 
ers issued a stream of tornado warnings 
across the Florida peninsula. 
The same storm front spawned twisters as 
it marched from central Texas across Loui- 
siana, where all three storm deaths were 
confirmed, before destroying farm build- 
ings in Mississippi and tearing roofs off oth- 
er buildings in Alabama. 


In Union Parish, Louisiana, near the Arkan- 
sas line, volunteers stocked a gymnasium 
with donated clothing and other supplies 
for dozens whose homes were badly dam- 
aged or destroyed. “It shows that people 
love you,” said Patsy Andrews, who sur- 
vived the storm hunkered in a bathtub 
with her three children. “It shows that 
people care.” Andrews teared up as she 
recounted how winds blew open her front 
door early Wednesday in the Union Coun- 
ty community of Farmerville as tornado 
alerts sounded. Windows started breaking 
with a popping noise like gunfire, she said, 
as the family crawled into the bathroom. 
“The only thing we know to do was just 
crying, we was screaming, just calling on 
Jesus,” Andrews said. She added: “We all 
grabbed each other, we jumped in the 
tub. All we could do was just pray. It was 
very devastating.”

A few others caught in the 
storm’s path weren’t so for- 
tunate. 
A man who was out buying 
groceries Tuesday when a 
suspected tornado struck 
rural Keithville, Louisiana, 
returned to find his mobile 
home swept away and his 
wife and 8-year-old son 
missing. Hours later, au- 
thorities 
discovered 
the 
body of Nikolus Little in the 
woods. His mother, Yoshiko 
A. Smith, was found dead 
later, under storm debris. 
“He just went to go shop- 
ping for his family, came 
home and the house was 
gone,” Caddo Parish Sher- 
iff’s Sgt. Casey Jones said. 
A third death was con- 
firmed west of New Or- 
leans in St. Charles Parish, 
where Sheriff Greg Cham- 
pagne said eight people 
went to hospitals with in- 
juries Wednesday and a 
woman was found dead 
outside a home.“There was 
debris 
everywhere. 
She 
could have been struck. 
We don’t know for sure,” 
Champagne said. “But this 
was a horrific and a very 
violent tornado.” 
The National Weather Ser- 
vice can take days to con- 
firm whether destructive 
winds were in fact torna- 
does. Data compiled by 
the Southern Regional Cli- 
mate Center at Texas A&M 
University showed nearly 50 
tornadoes reported across 
six states since Tuesday — 


the vast majority of them in 
Louisiana and Mississippi. 
In New Orleans, a home 
collapsed, 
injuring 
four 
people, and five people 
were injured in New Iberia, 
Louisiana, where a pos- 
sible tornado smashed the 
windows of Iberia Medical 
Center, authorities said. 
“When I came out, all the 
windows 
were 
broken,” 
Lindsey Ronsonet, who was 
with a friend seeking treat- 
ment when the storm hit, 
told KATC-TV. “They had 
rain everywhere in there.” 
In Mississippi, a suspected 
tornado 
destroyed 
four 
large chicken houses, one 


containing 5,000 roosters, 
Rankin County Sheriff Bry- 
an Bailey said. In Summer- 
ville, Alabama, Fire Chief 
Michael Aaron said storm 
winds tore away roofing 
and downed power lines. 
Before the storm front start- 
ed moving offshore, police 
in rural Doerun, Georgia, 
reported that a suspect- 
ed tornado struck a large 
building housing a cot- 
ton gin, leaving a sagging 
heap of bent metal. No 
injuries were reported, the 
police department said in 
a Facebook post. 
Further to the north, the 
National Weather Service 


issued 
blizzard 
warnings 
Thursday in the Dakotas 
as well as portions of Mon- 
tana, Wyoming and Ne- 
braska. As the storm moves 
eastward, interior parts of 
the Northeast could ac- 
cumulate as much as one 
foot (30 centimeters) of 
snow, said Zach Taylor, a 
weather service meteorol- 
ogist in College Park, Mary- 
land. “It really, truly has 
been a coast-to-coast win- 
ter storm that has affected 
a large portion of the coun- 
try, and that doesn’t begin 
to even mention the severe 
weather in the South,” Tay- 
lor said. “When you put it all 


together, most of the coun- 
try has been affected.” 
Roger Hainy, who owns 
a farm near Wessington 
Springs in central South Da- 
kota, said he was shut in 
after blowing snow formed 
drifts that made the roads 
impassable. Hainy’s farm 
lost power earlier in the 
week when freezing rain hit 
the area. 
“Back when I was a kid we 
used to have three-day 
blizzards, but this one is go- 
ing to be four days,” Hainy 
said. “It’s been a long time 
since we’ve had one like 
this.” 
In Bismarck, North Dakota, 
an additional four inches 
(10 centimeters) of snow 
were expected Thursday to 
top a foot that has already 
accumulated. Wind gusts 
of 60 miles per hour (96 kph) 
prompted a no-travel advi- 
sory for major highways. 
“The wind and ice — it’s 
miserable, and a lot of 
people are in the ditches,” 
said Dean Cota, manager 
of the Stamart Travel Cen- 
ter, where the parking lot 
was full of truckers waiting 
out the storm. “Everything’s 
just slick and it’s blowing 
vehicles right off the road.” 
In New York, Gov. Kathy 
Hochul said the state is well 
prepared for several inches 
of snow expected in some 
areas over the coming 
days. During a briefing in 
Albany, Hochul said there’s 
also a chance that strong 
winds could topple power 
lines.q

Jan. 6 committee to vote Monday on 
riot criminal referrals

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House committee investi- 
gating the Capitol riot will 


hold its final meeting Mon- 
day, wrapping up its year- 
and-a-half-long inquiry by 
asking the Justice Depart- 
ment to investigate poten- 


tial crimes. 
The committee of seven 
Democrats and two Re- 
publicans has interviewed 
more than 1,000 witnesses, 
held nearly a dozen hear- 
ings and collected millions 
of documents as it worked 
to create the most com- 
prehensive record of the 
insurrection on Jan. 6, 2021. 
The chairman, Rep. Bennie 
Thompson, D-Miss., has said 
the committee will make 
criminal referrals to the Jus- 
tice Department recom- 
mending prosecution, but 
has not disclosed who the 


targets would be or wheth- 
er former President Donald 
Trump would be among 
them. The committee has 
focused squarely on Trump 
and efforts by the-then 
president in the weeks be- 
fore the attack to overturn 
his 2020 election loss to 
Democrat Joe Biden. 
It would fall to federal pros- 
ecutors to decide whether 
to pursue any referrals for 
prosecution. 
Lawmakers 
have suggested charges 
against Trump could in- 
clude conspiracy to de- 
fraud the United States and 


obstruction of an official 
proceeding of Congress. 
Recommendations by the 
committee would add to 
the political pressure on the 
Justice Department as it in- 
vestigates Trump's actions. 
The committee on Wednes- 
day is expected to release 
its final report, which could 
include hundreds of pages 
of findings about the at- 
tack and Trump's efforts to 
subvert democracy. Com- 
mittee members will re- 
view the highlights of their 
findings at the Monday 
meeting.q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Biden 
administration

again making some free 
COVID-19 tests available to 
all U.S. households as it un- 
veils its contingency plans 
for potential coronavirus 
surges this winter. 
After a three-month hia- 
tus, the administration is 
making four rapid virus 
tests available per house- 
hold through covidtests. 
gov starting Thursday. CO- 
VID-19 cases have shown a 
marked increase after the 
Thanksgiving holiday, and 
further increases are pro- 
jected from indoor gath- 
ering and travel around 
Christmas and New Year’s. 
The administration is put- 


ting personnel and equip- 
ment on standby should 
they be needed to help 
overwhelmed 
hospitals 
and nursing homes, as was 
necessary in earlier waves 
of the virus. So far, there 
have been no requests 
for assistance, but surge 
teams, ventilators and per- 
sonal 
protective 
equip- 
ment are ready, the White 
House said. 
The Biden administration is 
also urging states and local 
governments to do more to 
encourage people to get 
the updated bivalent CO- 
VID-19 vaccines, which sci- 
entists say are more effec- 
tive at protecting against 
serious illness and death 
from the currently circulat- 
ing variants. The adminis- 
tration is reiterating best 


practices to nursing homes 
and long-term care facili- 
ties for virus prevention and 
treatment and is urging ad- 
ministrators as well as gov- 
ernments 
to 
encourage 
vulnerable populations to 
get the new shots. 
The planning comes as the 
administration has strug- 
gled to persuade most 
Americans to get the up- 
dated boosters as cases 
and deaths have declined 
from pandemic highs and 
most people have em- 
braced a return to most of 
their pre-pandemic activi- 
ties. 
A White House official said 
the new tests would come 
from the national stockpile, 
which still has reserves after 
the administration shut off 
the at-home testing pro- 


gram in September. New 
tests would be procured 
to replace tests distributed 
over the coming weeks un- 
der existing funding author- 


ities. The Biden administra- 
tion is still asking Congress 
for billions of dollars in ad- 
ditional funding for the virus 
response.q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Department of Homeland 
Security said more migrants 
may be released into the 
United States to pursue 
immigration cases when 
Trump-era asylum restric- 
tions end next week, when 
a Texas congressman says 
some border officials es- 
timate about 50,000 mi- 
grants could be waiting to 
cross into the U.S. 
In one of its most detailed 
assessments ahead of the 
major policy shift, the de- 
partment reported faster 
processing 
for 
migrants 
in custody on the border, 
more temporary detention 
tents, staffing surges and 
increased 
criminal 
pros- 
ecutions of smugglers, not- 
ing progress on a plan an- 
nounced in April. 
But the seven-page docu- 
ment dated Tuesday in- 
cluded no major structural 
changes amid unusually 
large numbers of migrants 
entering the country. More 
are expected with the end 
of Title 42 authority, under 
which migrants have been 
denied rights to seek asylum 
more than 2.5 million times 
on grounds of preventing 
spread of COVID-19. 


A federal judge in Wash- 
ington ordered Title 42 to 
end Dec. 21 but Repub- 
lican-led states asked an 
appeals court to keep it in 
place. The Biden adminis- 
tration has also challenged 
some aspects of the ruling, 
though it doesn’t oppose 
letting the rule lapse next 
week. The legal back-and- 
forth could go down to the 
wire. 
Homeland 
Security 
Sec- 
retary 
Alejandro 
Mayor- 


kas traveled this week to 
El Paso, Texas, which wit- 
nessed a large influx Sun- 
day after becoming the 
busiest corridor for illegal 
crossings in October. El 
Paso has been a magnet 
for Venezuelans, Nicara- 
guans, 
Cubans, 
Colom- 
bians, Ecuadoreans and 
other nationalities. 
The geographic shift to Tex- 
as’ westernmost reaches 
was likely a result of smug- 
glers’ calculations on the 


best route, said Nicolas 
Palazzo, an attorney at Las 
Americas Immigrant Advo- 
cacy Center in El Paso. 
Like 
other 
advocacy 
groups that work directly 
with directly with Homeland 
Security, Palazzo said he 
has had no conversations 
with the department about 
post-Title 42 planning. One 
key question: How will au- 
thorities process migrants 
who have long been wait- 
ing to seek asylum? 


U.S. Rep. Henry Cuellar, D- 
Texas, said Customs and 
Border Protection officials 
told him Wednesday that 
about 50,000 migrants are 
believed to be waiting to 
cross once Title 42 is lifted. 
Authorities plan to admit 
those seeking asylum who 
go through ports of entry 
but return to Mexico those 
who cross illegally between 
official crossings, Cuellar 
said in an interview. It was 
unclear how they will return 
nationalities that Mexico 
won’t accept like Cubans 
and Nicaraguans and are 
difficult to send home due 
to strained diplomatic rela- 
tions and other challenges. 
Administration officials are 
developing 
additional 
measures, which Cuellar 
said they would not dis- 
close. “I think the first week 
is going to be a little bit of 
chaos,” he said. U.S. offi- 
cials in El Paso are currently 
exempting 70 migrants dai- 
ly from Title 42, said Pala- 
zzo, who questioned how 
officials will handle more 
people. 
Unless they raise process- 
ing capacity significantly, 
migrants who go through 
official crossings may be 
told to wait a year or so for 
an appointment, said Pala- 
zzo. q

White House reveals winter COVID-19 plans, more free tests

BOSTON (AP) — A hacker 
who reportedly posed as 
the CEO of a financial in- 
stitution claims to have ob- 
tained access to the more 
than 80,000-member data- 


base of InfraGard, an FBI- 
run outreach program that 
shares sensitive information 
on national security and 
cybersecurity threats with 
public officials and private 
sector actors who run U.S. 
critical infrastructure. 


The hacker posted samples 
they said were from the da- 
tabase to an online forum 
popular with cybercriminals 
last weekend and said they 
were asking $50,000 for the 
entire database. 
The hacker obtained ac- 
cess to InfraGard’s online 
portal by posing as the 
CEO of a financial institu- 
tion, they told independent 
cybersecurity 
journalist 
Brian Krebs, who broke the 
story. They called the vet- 
ting process surprisingly lax. 
The FBI declined to com- 
ment. Krebs reported that 
the agency told him it was 
aware of a potential false 
account and was looking 
into the matter. 
InfraGard’s memberhip is 
a veritable critical infra- 
structure Who’s Who. It in- 
cludes business leaders, IT 


professionals, military, state 
and local law enforcement 
and government officials 
involved in overseeing the 
safety of everything from 
the electrical grid and trans- 
portation, to health care, 
pipelines, nuclear reactors, 
the defense industry, dams 
and water plants and fi- 
nancial services. Founded 
in 1996, it is the FBI’s largest 
public-private partnership, 
with local alliances affili- 
ated with all its field offices. 
It regularly shares threat 
advisories from the FBI and 
the Department of Home- 
land Security and serves 
as a behind-closed-doors 
social media site for select 
insiders. 
The 
database 
has 
the 
names, affiliations and con- 
tact information for tens of 
thousands of InfraGard us- 


ers. Krebs first reported its 
theft on Tuesday. 
The hacker, going by the 
username USDoD on the 
BreachForums 
site, 
said 
on the site that records of 
only 47,000 of the forum’s 
members’ — slightly more 
than half — include unique 
emails. The hacker also 
posted that the data con- 
tained neither Social Secu- 
rity numbers nor dates of 
birth. Although fields exist- 
ed in the database for that 
information, InfraGard’s se- 
curity-conscious users had 
left them blank. 
However, the hacker told 
Krebs that they had been 
messaging InfraGard mem- 
bers, posing as the financial 
institution’s CEO, to try to 
obtain more personal data 
that could be criminally 
weaponized.q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. House passed a bill 
Thursday that would allow 
Puerto Rico to hold the first- 
ever binding referendum 
on whether to become a 
state or gain some sort of 
independence, in a last- 
ditch effort that stands little 
chance of passing the Sen- 
ate. 
The bill, which passed 233- 
191 with some Republican 
support, would offer voters 
in the U.S. territory three op- 
tions: statehood, indepen- 
dence or independence 
with free association. 
“It is crucial to me that any 
proposal in Congress to 
decolonize Puerto Rico be 
informed and led by Puerto 
Ricans,” said Rep. Raúl Gri- 
jalva, D-Ariz., chairman of 
the House Natural Resourc- 
es Committee, which over- 
sees affairs in U.S. territories. 
The proposal would commit 
Congress to accept Puerto 
Rico into the United States 
as the 51st state if voters 
on the island approved it. 
Voters also could choose 
outright independence or 
independence with free 
association, whose terms 
would be defined following 


negotiations over foreign 
affairs, U.S. citizenship and 
use of the U.S. dollar. 
Majority Leader Steny Hoy- 
er, who has worked on the 
issue throughout his career, 
said it was “a long and tor- 
turous path” to get the pro- 
posal to the House floor. 
“For far too long, the peo- 
ple of Puerto Rico have 
been excluded from the full 
promise of American de- 
mocracy and self-determi- 


nation that our nation has 
always championed,” the 
Maryland Democrat said. 
After passing the Demo- 
crat-controlled House, the 
bill now goes to a split Sen- 
ate where it faces a ticking 
clock before the end of the 
year and Republican law- 
makers who have long op- 
posed statehood. 
Puerto Rico Gov. Pedro 
Pierluisi, of the pro-state- 
hood New Progressive Par- 


ty, traveled to Washington 
for the vote. He called it a 
historic day and said the 3.2 
million U.S. citizens who live 
on the island lack equality, 
do not have fair represen- 
tation in the federal gov- 
ernment and cannot vote 
in general elections. 
“This has not been an easy 
fight. We still have work to 
do,” he said. “Our quest to 
decolonize Puerto Rico is a 
civil rights issue.” 


Members of his party, in- 
cluding Puerto Rico Resi- 
dent Commissioner Jen- 
niffer González, cheered 
the approval of the bill, al- 
though reaction in the U.S. 
territory was largely muted 
and tinged with frustration 
since it is expected to be 
voted down in the Senate. 
The proposal of a binding 
referendum has exasperat- 
ed many on an island that 
already has held seven 
nonbinding 
referendums 
on its political status, with 
no overwhelming major- 
ity emerging. The last ref- 
erendum was held in No- 
vember 2020, with 53% of 
votes for statehood and 
47% against, with only a 
little more than half of reg- 
istered voters participating. 
The proposed binding ref- 
erendum would be the first 
time that Puerto Rico’s cur- 
rent status as a U.S. com- 
monwealth is not included 
as an option, a blow to the 
main opposition Popular 
Democratic Party, which 
upholds the status quo. 
Pablo José Hernández Ri- 
vera, an attorney in Puerto 
Rico, said approval of the 
bill by the House would be 
“inconsequential” like the 
approval of previous bills in 
1998 and 2010.q

Hacker claims breach of FBI’s critical-infrastructure portal

BEIRUT (AP) — An Irish U.N. 
peacekeeper was killed 
and several others were 
wounded when unidenti- 
fied attackers opened fire 
on a convoy in southern 
Lebanon, Irish and Leba- 
nese military officials said 
Thursday. The area is a 
stronghold of the Lebanese 
militant Hezbollah group. 
The Irish Defense Forces 
said in a statement that a 
pair of armored vehicles 
carrying eight Irish troops 
from the U.N. peacekeep- 
ing mission, known as UNI- 
FIL, was fired on as they 
drove north, toward Beirut 
on Wednesday night near 
the town of Al-Aqbiya. 
The Irish military identified 
the killed peacekeeper as 
Pvt. Seán Rooney of Newt- 
woncunningham, Ireland. It 
noted that one of the three 
wounded soldiers was in 
serious condition. It did not 
identify the assailants. 
UNIFIL confirmed that one 
peacekeeper was killed 
and three were wounded 
but did not share further 
details. 
“Our thoughts are also with 
the local civilians who may 
have been injured or fright- 
ened during the incident,” 
UNIFIL 
spokesperson 
An- 
drea Tenenti said, adding 
that “details are sparse and 


conflicting.” Tenenti added 
that UNIFIL is coordinating 
with the Lebanese military 
and trying to “determine 
exactly what happened.” 
A person familiar with the 
investigation said that the 
armored vehicle carrying 
the 
peacekeepers 
had 
rolled over while trying to 
escape the scene after lo- 
cals began shooting. 
Local residents were an- 
gered and became ag- 
gressive when two UNIFIL 
armored vehicles, which 
were heading to the Bei- 
rut airport, took a detour 


through Al-Aqbiya, which is 
not part of the area under 
UNIFIL’s mandate, the per- 
son said. The person was 
not authorized to discuss 
the matter publicly and 
therefore spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 
A security official, speaking 
on condition of anonym- 
ity in line with regulations, 
said seven bullets were re- 
trieved from the vehicle. 
Rooney was killed with a 
bullet to the head, the of- 
ficial said, indicating the 
fatal bullet would likely be 
a key piece of evidence in 


the investigation. 
Lebanon’s Foreign Ministry 
condemned the incident, 
while the office of Leba- 
nese caretaker Prime Min- 
ister Najib Mikati issued a 
statement calling for an in- 
vestigation. 
Mikati “praised the sacrific- 
es that UNIFIL forces made 
to maintain peace in the 
south, which reflects stabil- 
ity for the people of the re- 
gion and Lebanon in gen- 
eral,” the statement said. 
Irish Prime Minister Micheál 
Martin expressed his con- 
dolences in a statement on 


Twitter. 
“It is a reminder that our 
peacekeepers 
serve 
in 
dangerous circumstances, 
at all times, in the cause of 
peace,” he said. 
Cell phone videos circu- 
lated online show one of 
the two UNIFIL vehicles 
speeding to leave the area 
while it was shot at. Some 
residents were visible film- 
ing the incident. Another 
video showed the vehicle 
had rolled over after crash- 
ing into the aluminum shut- 
ters of a building, with a 
wounded peacekeeper on 
the ground beside it. 
Al-Manar TV, run by Hez- 
bollah, claimed that a UNI- 
FIL vehicle had “run over” 
a group of residents who 
had gathered to watch 
the World Cup semi-final 
match between Morocco 
and France. A Hezbollah 
spokesperson 
contacted 
by The Associated Press 
declined to comment on 
peacekeeper’s death “un- 
til we have all the data.” 
At the U.N. headquarters 
in New York ahead of a 
U.N. Security Council meet- 
ing, Ireland’s Foreign Min- 
ister Simon Coveney said 
23-year-old Rooney was 
in one of the two armored 
vehicles left the Irish base 
camp for Beirut, each with 
four personnel.q 
“The vehicles, for whatev- 
er reason, got separated,

who 
once 


headed the Liberals but 
left it and created earlier 
this year the centrist Mod- 
erate party that wanted to 
bridge the center gap was 
put in charge of foreign af- 
fairs. The government will 
have 23 ministries, of which 
Frederiksen’s Social Demo- 
crats get 11 offices while 
the Liberals get seven and 
the Moderates five. There 
are eight women and 15 
men. 
The new governing coali- 
tion was announced late 
Tuesday after 42 days of 
talks following the Nov. 1 
general elections. The three 
parties control 89 seats in 
the 
179-seat 
parliament 
and are also supported by 


the four lawmakers repre- 
senting the semi-indepen- 
dent Danish territories of 
Greenland and the Faeroe 
Islands. 
The last time Denmark was 
governed by a centrist co- 
alition was in 1978 when the 
Social Democrats teamed 
up with the Liberals. That 
lasted eight months. 
Frederiksen 
was 
forced 
to call the vote earlier this 
year amid the fallout from 
her government’s conten- 
tious decision to cull millions 
of minks as a pandemic 
response measure. The cull 
and chilling images of mass 
graves of minks haunted 
Frederiksen since 2020 and 
eventually led to cracks in 


the center-left bloc. 
During the election cam- 
paign, Frederiksen had said 


she wanted to aim for a 
center-right 
government 
after the vote.q

LIMA, Peru (AP) — Ven- 
ezuelan President Nicolás 
Maduro was not invited to 
a summit of Western Hemi- 
sphere leaders in June. But 
by October, he traveled 
to Egypt for a conference 
where he joked with French 
President Emmanuel Ma- 
cron and shook hands with 
John Kerry, the U.S. govern- 
ment’s climate envoy. 
The encounters, with a tow- 
ering Maduro graciously 
smiling throughout, were 
carefully captured on vid- 
eo, posted on social media 
and broadcast on Venezu- 
ela’s state television. 
A few months short of a de- 
cade since he inherited the 
country’s leadership upon 
the 
death 
of 
President 
Hugo Chávez, Maduro is 
working to regain the inter- 
national recognition he lost 
when his 2018 re-election 
was deemed a sham by 
dozens of nations. 
Those efforts are also aimed 
at bolstering his strength at 
home as he enters 2023 
while pressure mounts for 
a free and fair presidential 
election the following year. 
Crucial to Maduro’s calcu- 
lations are his country’s top 
asset oil and the war in 
Ukraine. 
The South American coun- 
try has the world’s largest 


proven oil reserves, but it 
has not supplied the West’s 
market since the U.S. im- 
posed crippling economic 
sanctions as democracy 
and human rights dete- 
riorated after Maduro’s re- 
election. 
The international communi- 
ty wants “some kind of con- 
tribution to global energy 
security, and with Russian 
oil off the market, Venezu- 
elan oil becomes attrac- 
tive again,” said Ryan Berg, 
director of the Americas 
program at the Center for 


Strategic and International 
Studies, 
a 
Washington- 
based think tank. 
Maduro’s attempt to clean 
up his image comes as 
many of the conditions 
that turned him into an in- 
ternational pariah remain 
unchanged. 
Independent experts work- 
ing with the U.N.’s top hu- 
man 
rights 
body 
have 
documented a systemic 
attack on government op- 
ponents, 
journalists 
and 
others. Their report in Sep- 
tember alleged Maduro 


personally 
ordered 
the 
detention of government 
opponents, who endured 
electric shocks, asphyxia- 
tion and other cruel acts 
while in custody. 
An economic crisis that be- 
gan during Chávez’s last 
months in office has only 
worsened during Maduro’s 
presidency. It has driven 
roughly 7 million Venezu- 
elans to leave the country, 
made the local currency 
worthless and pushed mil- 
lions into poverty. 
Under Maduro, who suc- 


ceeded Chavez in 2013, 
about 
three-quarters 
of 
the population lives on less 
than $1.90 a day — the in- 
ternational benchmark of 
extreme 
poverty. 
Power 
outages are part of every- 
day life, and water supply is 
severely restricted. 
“He’s trying to project an 
image of strength, but the 
reality is that he’s just in- 
credibly thirsty right now 
for international attention,” 
said Geoff Ramsey, direc- 
tor of Venezuela research 
at the U.S.-based Washing- 
ton Office on Latin Ameri- 
ca think tank. “We saw this 
from Cairo, where he was 
ambushing world leaders 
and then projecting these 
hallway encounters as if 
they were official state vis- 
its.” 
Maduro has serious cash- 
flow problems and wants 
access to the international 
financial system and the 
U.S. oil market, Ramsey 
said. But, he added, the 
only way Maduro likely will 
get access to dollars again 
is by engaging in negotia- 
tions with the opposition. 
Talks 
between 
Maduro 
and the opposition, includ- 
ing the faction backed by 
the U.S. government, were 
suspended for more than 
a year after one of his key 
allies was extradited to the 
U.S. from Africa. q 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salva- 
dor (AP) — The congress 
of El Salvador has voted 
to extend President Nayib 


Bukele’s emergency pow- 
ers to crack down on gangs 
for yet another month. 
The vote late Wednesday 


extends for the ninth time 
the 
measures, 
enacted 
after a surge in murders 
in 
March, 
and 
ensures 
they will last into 2023. The 
crackdown 
appears 
to 
have widespread popular 
support despite evidence 
of abuses. 
More than 60,000 people 
have been arrested under 
the measures, which sus- 
pend some constitutional 
rights and gives police 
more powers to arrest and 
hold suspects. 
Activists say it has led to hu- 
man rights abuses, and Sal- 
vadoran officials said they 
will review prison conditions 
with human rights groups 
starting in January. Rights 
activists say young men 


are frequently arrested just 
based on their age, on their 
appearance or whether 
they live in a gang-domi- 
nated slum. 
The country’s human rights 
official, Raquel Caballero, 
said 2,100 people have 
been released after arrest 
because they had no ties 
to the street gangs. 
El Salvador’s gangs, which 
have been estimated to 
count some 70,000 mem- 
bers in their ranks, have 
long controlled swaths of 
territory and extorted and 
killed with impunity. 
Recent polls show support 
for the measures reaching 
nearly 90% among Salva- 
dorans. 
Bukele has begun sealing 


off certain sectors of cities 
in El Salvador, surrounding 
them with police and sol- 
diers, and checking any- 
one entering or leaving. 
Bukele requested Congress 
grant 
him 
extraordinary 
powers after gangs were 
blamed for 62 killings on 
March 26. 
Under the decree, the right 
of association, the right to 
be informed of the reason 
for an arrest and access to 
a lawyer are suspended. 
The government also can 
intervene in the calls and 
mail of anyone they con- 
sider a suspect. The time 
someone 
can 
be 
held 
without charges is extend- 
ed from three days to 15 
days.q

Results of investigation 
on financial misconduct 
at Aruba House heard in 
Parliament 


ORANJESTAD – A year af- 
ter members of Parliament 
requested the complete 
report on the investigation 
of the Central Accounting 
Service (CAD) on allega- 
tions of financial miscon- 
duct by ex-Plenipotenciary 
Minister of Aruba in the 
Netherlands, members of 
the Wever-Croes Cabinet 
together with the director of 
CAD presented the results 
of this investigation to Par- 
liament. 


On Tuesday, 13th of De- 
cember, prime minister of 
Aruba, Mrs. Evelyn Wever- 
Croes, Mr. Roland Pang of 
CAD and Mr. Gilbert Wer- 
net of the Department of 
Human Resources (DRH) 
were in Parliament during 
a public meeting to give in- 
formation regarding the in- 
vestigation at Aruba House 
in The Hague. Wever-Croes 
said in a press release that 
“this is a topic that gar- 
nered a lot of attention 
since it started, even politi- 
cal attention in Parliament 
and in various occasions I 
received letters from Parlia- 
ment asking for more infor- 
mation. The Government 
said that it is important to 
carry out the investigation 
and to not hinder it.” 


Wever-Croes said that the 
decision to open an inves- 
tigation began with an e- 
mail she received in Sep- 
tember 
2021 
addressed 
to the Council of Ministers 
and some MPs, mentioning 
possible irregularities alleg- 
edly taking place at Aruba 
House. “Indeed there were 
rumors before this. It was 
an anonymous e-mail that I 
received a few months ear- 
lier, in May 2021. An e-mail 
saying it is from a group of 
personnel of Aruba House. 
Right away I got in contact 
with them and asked them 
to provide proof of what 
they were saying because 
then I could take action 
and investigate. Regretta- 
bly no reply came. I con- 
tacted people that I knew 


over there and they all told 
me they didn’t write the e- 
mail”, she said. 


But in September 2021 an 
e-mail with proof was re- 
ceived, and the prime min- 
ister said she immediately 
contacted CAD and DRH 
and the Council of Minis- 
ters to discuss the topic and 
immediately start an inves- 
tigation on Aruba House. 
The government also sent 
a delegation to the Nether- 
lands to ensure that every- 
thing found in the investi- 
gation to be wrong, would 
be right from then on. 


Their first impression at Aru- 
ba House was that there 
was a need for reinforce- 
ment in the beginning of 
2022. The Government sent 
a delegation consisting of 
one person from DRH and 
a budget coordinator from 
her ministry. Because Aru- 
ba House is in the Nether- 
lands, their financial system 
is different and they did not 
have immediate access to 
all information, she said. 


Wever-Croes 
indicated 
that the preliminary conclu- 
sion from this visit after CAD 
was quite advanced with 
their investigation was that 
the government needs to 
introduce change to Aru- 


ba House. The government 
changed the top of Aruba 
House. 
The 
investigation 
continued, and the gov- 
ernment introduced neces- 
sary changes to avoid that 
the financial misconduct 
continued, she said. 


Preliminary 
conclusions 
back then indicated three 
people were involved do- 
ing things that “were con- 
sidered normal in the past”, 
as they argued in their 
defense. In the past, such 
misconduct regularly took 
place. 


Mr. Pang said that the in- 
vestigation focused on ir- 
regularities found with the 
use of a pin-card, where 
they noticed a large num- 
ber of transactions. After 
evaluating 
these, 
they 
identified public servants 
involved in the expenses. 
The investigation focused 
on the last 18 months, cov- 
ering 22,000 euros spent us- 
ing a pin-card. 


The investigation found ex- 
penses for lodging, gaso- 
line and meals, which were 
already covered by a daily 
stipend, thus the ex-minister 
was receiving money in 
his pocket while using the 
card to cover the expenses 
the money was intended 
to cover. Some of these 
expenses, according to Mr. 
Pang, were incurred in pe- 
riods when the minister was 
not in service, namely dur- 
ing vacations. 


The investigation also un- 
covered 
irregularities 
in 
payments for dinners and 
lunches. CAD noted that a 
large sum was being spent 
on this compared to previ- 
ous years. Furthermore, Mr. 
Pang said that previous 
ministers would regularly 
provide information about 
these meals, for example, 
who was invited or who 
they sat with and which 
topics 
were 
discussed. 
However, the ex-minister 
in question refused to pro- 
vide this information. Pang 


commented that when- 
ever public funds are used, 
information needs to be 
provided. 


Nevertheless, 
according 
to our reporter, it is unlikely 
that the ex-minister will be 
prosecuted. This is because 
the prime minister indicat- 
ed that he has agreed to 
pay back the money going 
back 18 months, and thus 
the Public Prosecution Ser- 
vice will not open a penal 
case against him. 


Opposition members criti- 
cized the way in which 
the information was pre- 
sented, requesting for the 
entire 
(redacted) 
report 
to be provided to Parlia- 
ment. They also questioned 
the period covered in the 
investigation – 18 months 
– asking why the investiga- 
tion did not cover the entire 
mandate of the ex-minister. 
Pang indicated that they 
worked with the informa- 
tion they had available.q

At the south east coast 
of the island, standing 
alone on a windswept 
and barren land stands 
a popular Aruba land- 
mark – a large anchor. 
It overlooks the sea just 
beyond, watching over 
the shipping lanes. It 
stands there in memory 
and in honor of all sea- 
men who have lost their 
life at sea. 


Where to Find the An- 
chor? 
The anchor is a “must 
see” landmark when you 
visit Aruba. It is among 
the most photographed 
historical landmarks for 
the island. You want to 
make sure you add this 
stop on your itinerary 
when your visiting the 
south coast of Aruba. 
The bright red anchor 
against the backdrop 
of the deep blue Carib- 
bean sea and the azure 
blue skies, make a great 
backdrop for your vaca- 
tion pictures. 


The anchor is located at 
the entrance to Gate 6 
to the former Lago Colo- 
ny. It is on the outskirts of 
Seroe Colorado, on the 
south east point of the 
island at the “T” junction 
to Baby Beach. 
Depending 
on 
where 
you are staying on the is- 


land, follow the signs that 
indicate the way to Baby 
Beach. Once you reach 
the T-junction, it will be 
right in front of you. 


About the Anchor 
Size 
It will be hard to miss the 
anchor, it’s huge! The an- 
chor that weighs 21,772 
kilos, is approximately 10 
feet 6 inches wide and 
15 feet, 6 inches tall. 
On the anchor there are 
some numbers. The 4112 
and 4115, which are be- 
lieved to be the serial 
numbers that refer to the 
“fluke” or horizontal and 
vertical parts of the an- 
chor, respectively. The 
number 21772K refers to 
the weight of the anchor 
in kilos. 
This 
type 
of 
anchor 
was 
manufactured 
by 
Hoesch 
Dortmund 
Horde, at a foundry lo- 
cated in Germany. 


Where did the Anchor 
Come From? 
There are a number of 
stories as to the origins of 
the anchor, which one 
do you think it was? (Un- 
fortunately the mystery 
has never been solved, 
so your imagination can 
pick which one you think 
it might be!) 


Story 1: 
“According to Mr. Man- 


uel M. Curiel, an ex- 
Lago Tug Captain, a 
fully laden VLCC (Very 
Large 
Crude 
Carrier) 
was seeking a mooring 
at the 15-mile anchor- 
age, known as Bara, on 
the southern part of the 
island. This is the usual 
shallow mooring location 
for ships awaiting orders, 
etc. The weather was 
rough with strong cur- 
rent. The normal proce- 
dure is that they would 
walk out three shackles 
(about 90 feet) until the 
anchor touches the bot- 
tom while the chain must 
rest on the bottom. Sub- 
sequently, they will walk 
out some extra shackles 
and when the ship starts 
to swing or lean on one 
side, the anchor is prop- 
erly set. Because of the 
rough weather, unfor- 
tunately they did not 
get the time to walk out 
the extra tackles and 
because of the tension 
exerted on the winch, it 
broke, and they lost the 
anchor and its chain.“ 


Story 2: 
“Mr. Curiel also said that 
at one time a small tank- 
er with a Korean crew, 
while lifting their anchor 
also lifted another an- 
chor near the inner har- 
bor. When the ship asked 
for assistance, he went 
with his tugboat along 


with a barge, to help. But 
eventually they had to 
cut the chain and let the 
anchor go to the bottom 
because they could not 
untangle them. ” 


How Did The Anchor Be- 
come a Landmark? 
Sometime between 1980 
and 1985, three gentle- 
men (Mr. Wim Martinus 
– the Harbormaster of 
Aruba; Mr. August Gens- 
er – the ex-Division Su- 
perintendent of Lago’s 
Laboratory; and Mr. Wil- 
lie Davis – Owner of Filtec 
at Zeewijk in San Nico- 
las), were having a con- 
versation with Mr. Charlie 
Brouns Jr. at his famous 
Charlie’s Bar and Restau- 
rant in San Nicolas. Char- 
lie, who was a visionary 
and had dreams for de- 
veloping the San Nicolas 
area, told these gentle- 
men that he would like 
to come up with some- 
thing innovative for the 
San Nicolas area to draw 
tourism to the area. 


The 
“anchor”, 
which 
at that time was being 
stored at the Oranjestad 
harbor, was suggested 
as an option. Charlie 
liked the idea! He then 
contacted the President 
of Lago for permission to 
acquire the anchor. He 
was granted permission 
and the anchor was then 


relocated to its present 
location and dedicated 
“To All Seamen” on the 
occasion of the closing 
of the Lago Oil Refinery 
on March 31, 1985. 


Through the Years 
Through the years the An- 
chor was slowly weather- 
ing from the wind and 
salt. As time passed, sad- 
ly the origin and purpose 
of the anchor slowly fad- 
ed away from people’s 
memories. 


After Charles Brouns Jr 
died on September 15, 
2004, his friend Mr. Sam 
Speziale, requested assis- 
tance from the manage- 
ment of Valero Aruba 
Refinery to help main- 
tain the monument. The 
Valero Aruba Refinery, 
graciously 
sandblasted 
and painted the anchor 
and poured a concrete 
pad around it. On April 
17, 2005, the anchor 
monument was rededi- 
cated “To All Seamen” 
in a formal ceremony 
in memory of Charles 
Brouns Jr. 


Today, the anchor stands 
both as memorial to all 
seaman who have lost 
their lives at sea, but also 
as a silent reminder that 
Seroe Colorado is part of 
San Nicolas and that San 
Nicolas is still a vibrant 
and important part of 
the island of Aruba. 


The Best Time to Visit 
When your planning your 
visit to the south end of 
the island, you will want 
to include in your itiner- 
ary the many things to 
see and do there. The 
anchor will be just one 
of these stops, (keep an 
eye out for our future edi- 
tions, we publish our rec- 
ommendations!). 


With that being said, I 
have to say, if you enjoy 
catching a sunrise, the 
anchor is one of the best 
places on the island to 
catch the sunrise. But in 
reality, anytime is a good 
time to visit, depend- 
ing on your personal 
schedule.q

Borja added that from what they got to experi- 


ence, soccer in Colombia is of a very high lev- 
el. However she is very pleased with the good 
work the kids did in the challenges they faced. 
She also mentioned that the week they spent in 
Colombia was a beautiful experience both for 
the players as for the parents, because they got 
to know each other outside of soccer. 


Regarding differences with the Colombian 
teams and what Aruba can improve, Borja ex- 
plained that in Colombia, the kids are training 
to become professionals; this is one of the first 
things they noticed.

“You can see that they understand soccer in a 
different way completely. I spoke with different 
coaches and they are training the kids not for 
fun, not for hobby, not to keep them busy and 
out of the house, but they are training them to 
become professionals and to see soccer as a 
profession. Perhaps here in Aruba we need to 
switch the mentality and begin preparing the 
kids for that”, Borja commented. 


Finalizing, Borja said that they are already think- 
ing about the next experience, and now the 
real work will begin for the next tournament. 
The team is working towards their next match, 
but they are sure they will have two internation- 
al participations in 2023: one in South America 
and one in North America.q

Americans cut back sharp- 
ly on retail spending last 
month as the holiday shop- 
ping season began with 
high prices and rising inter- 
est rates forcing families, 
particularly lower income 
households, to make hard- 
er decisions about what 
they buy. 
Retail sales fell 0.6% from 
October to November af- 
ter a sharp 1.3% rise the 
previous month, the gov- 
ernment 
said 
Thursday. 
Sales fell at furniture, elec- 
tronics, and home and gar- 
den stores. 
Americans’ spending has 
been resilient ever since 
inflation first spiked almost 
18 months ago, but the 
capacity of Americans to 
continue spending in a pe- 
riod of high inflation may 
be beginning to ebb. In- 
flation has retreated from 
the four-decade high it 
reached this summer but 
remains elevated, enough 
to erode the spending 


power of Americans. Prices 
rose 7.1% in November from 
a year ago. 
“The weakness in sales ... 
suggests that higher bor- 
rowing costs, slower em- 
ployment growth and an 
unusually low saving rate 
are now catching up with 
consumers,” said Andrew 
Hunter, senior U.S. econo- 
mist at Capital Economics. 
Consumer spending is still 
likely to grow at a solid 
pace in the final three 
months of the year, Hunt- 


er said, but he expects a 
sharp drop early next year. 
Monthly sales data can be 
volatile and one negative 
report is often followed by 
a rebound, other econo- 
mists said. 
Sales plunged 2.3% at auto 
dealers, and slipped 0.6% at 
sporting goods stores and 
0.1% at general merchan- 
dise stores, a category that 
includes large chains such 
as Walmart and Target. 
Sales at online and catalog 
stores fell 0.9%.q

Mars rover captures 1st sound of dust devil on red planet

(AP) — What's a dust dev- 
il sound like on Mars? A 
NASA rover by chance had 
its microphone on when a 
whirling tower of red dust 
passed directly overhead, 
recording the racket. 
It's about 10 seconds of not 
only rumbling gusts of up to 
25 mph (40 kph), but the 
pinging of hundreds of dust 
particles against the rover 
Perseverance. 
Scientists 
released the first-of-its-kind 
audio Tuesday. 
The dust devil came and 
went over Perseverance 
quickly last year, thus the 
short length of the audio, 
said the University of Tou- 
louse's Naomi Murdoch, 
lead author of the study 
appearing in Nature Com- 
munications. At the same 
time, the navigation cam- 
era on the parked rover 
captured images, while its 
weather-monitoring instru- 
ment collected data. 
"It was fully caught red- 
handed by Persy," said co- 
author German Martinez 
of the Lunar and Planetary 
Institute in Houston. 
Photographed 
for 
de- 
cades at Mars but never 
heard until now, dust dev- 
ils are common at the red 
planet. This one was in the 
average range: at least 
400 feet (118 meters) tall 
and 80 feet (25 meters) 
across, traveling at 16 feet 
(5 meters) per second. 
The microphone picked up 
308 dust pings as the dust 
devil whipped by, said Mur- 
doch, who helped build it. 
Given that the rover's Su- 
perCam 
microphone 
is 
turned on for less than 
three minutes every few 
days, Murdoch said it was 
"definitely luck" that the 
dust devil appeared when 
it did on Sept. 27, 2021. She 
estimates there was just a 
1-in-200 chance of captur- 
ing dust-devil audio. 
Of the 84 minutes collect- 
ed in its first year, there's 
"only one dust devil record- 
ing," she wrote in an email 
from France. 
This same microphone on 
Perseverance's mast pro- 
vided the first sounds from 
Mars — namely the Mar- 
tian wind — soon after the 


rover landed in February 
2021. It followed up with 
audio of the rover driving 
around and its companion 
helicopter, little Ingenuity, 
flying nearby, as well as the 
crackle of the rover's rock- 
zapping lasers, the main 
reason for the microphone. 
These 
recordings 
allow 
scientists to study the Mar- 
tian 
wind, 
atmospheric 
turbulence and now dust 


movement as never be- 
fore, Murdoch said. The 
results""demonstrate 
just 
how 
valuable 
acoustic 
data can be in space ex- 
ploration." 
On the prowl for rocks that 
might contain signs of an- 
cient microbial life, Perse- 
verance has collected 18 
samples so far at Jezero 
Crater, once the scene of 
a river delta. NASA plans 


to return these samples to 
Earth a decade from now. 
The helicopter Ingenuity 
has logged 36 flights, the 
longest lasting almost three 
minutes.q

It is impossible to talk about 
“Avatar: The Way of Water” 
without sounding hyperbol- 
ic. But James Cameron’s 
sequel is a truly dazzling 
cinematic experience that 
will have you floating on a 
blockbuster high. 
No matter if you’ve spent 
a second of your life in 
the past 13 years thinking 
about what’s happening 
on Pandora or how Jake 
Sully 
(Sam 
Worthington) 
and Neytiri (Zoe Saldaña) 
are getting on, assuming 
you remember their char- 
acters’ names. “The Way 
of Water” will make awe- 
struck believers out of even 
“Avatar” agnostics like me, 
at least for three hours and 
12 minutes. The film isn’t just 
visually compelling, either, 
it’s spiritually rich as well 
a simple but penetrating 
story about family and the 
natural world that is galax- 
ies better than the first. 
About that run time: Three 
hours 
and 
12 
minutes 
sounds excessive, but there 
is 
something 
decidedly 
decadent 
about 
really 
committing that much time 
to a movie in a theater. 
When the filmmaker is pur- 
poseful with that time, as 
Cameron is and many oth- 
ers have been before him, 
it’s a uniquely rewarding 
experience. In other words, 
it’s not a big ask. And you’ll 
forget all about checking 
the time from the first shot 
of Pandora and Jake’s 


earnest exposition about 
what’s been going on in 
the past decade. 
He and Neytiri have three 
kids now, Neteyam (Jamie 
Flatters), Lo’ak (Britain Dal- 
ton), Tuk (Trinity Jo-Li Bliss) 
and an adopted teenage 
daughter, Kiri (Sigourney 
Weaver), and they’re hap- 
py living in the forest. “Hap- 
piness is simple,” he says. 
“Who ever thought that 
a jughead like me could 
crack the code?” So, of 
course, it can’t last. The hu- 
mans are on the hunt for 
Jake, with a familiar antag- 
onist leading the charge. 
And soon his family is on the 
run, taking up home in an- 
other part of Pandora, on 
the water with a new tribe 


led by Ronal (Kate Winslet) 
and Tonowari (Cliff Curtis) 
who reluctantly grant them 
refuge and try to teach 
them how to live on the 
water. 
It’s worth noting that Cam- 
eron has not stuffed the film 
with mind-numbing, wall- 
to-wall action and need- 
lessly 
complicated 
plot. 
There are long stretches of 
movie where we’re simply 
exploring the environment 
with the characters, de- 
lighting in the intricacies 
of a reef or basking in the 
beauty of giant sea crea- 
tures. Sometimes we’re just 
sitting in the water with Kiri 
who is also sitting in the wa- 
ter. It is not advancing the 
action in any obvious way. 


It is not even really devel- 
oping characters. It just is, 
and it’s serene. You imag- 
ine that anyone without his 
clout would have a hard 
time justifying something 
similar. 
The action is there, too, of 
course, and it’s exciting 
because you’ve become 
invested in the family and 
worried about the kids who 
are never where they’re 
supposed to be and are 
often in danger because 
of it. And though we know 
there are more sequels 
coming, and one already 
wrapped, this is not the 
kind of franchise where 
anyone 
is 
guaranteed 
to get a fake superhero 
death. Sure there is some 


“Avatar” silliness, includ- 
ing the fact that the word 
“bro” is uttered about 8,000 
times, but there is some- 
thing admirable about the 
straightforward 
dialogue 
and emotions at play, too. 
No one is snarking their way 
through this ordeal. 
“Never doubt James Cam- 
eron” has become a bit 
of a rallying cry lately, at 
least among those left on 
Twitter. It’s all the more ex- 
traordinary as the once- 
mythical sequels had be- 
come a kind of joke in the 
years since the first movie. 
Even as “The Way of Wa- 
ter” release date actu- 
ally approached the “who 
cares?” chorus intensified. 
Had anyone really thought 
twice about “Avatar”? But 
Cameron knows his way 
around a thrilling sequel, 
and the water for that mat- 
ter (and references his own 
greatest hits in this film, too). 
But then people saw it and 
the tune changed. There 
is 
something 
comforting 
about the fact that we are 
capable of intense, collec- 
tive cultural whiplash. That 
“who cares?” can turn to 
uncynical amazement in 
an instant. Is that the magic 
of the movies? Of continu- 
ing to push the bounds of 
the big screen experience? 
Of betting big on weird- 
sounding stories about gi- 
ant blue environmental- 
ists instead of superheroes 
every so often? Maybe it’s 
just the magic of James 
Cameron.q

Community Assistance and 
Life Liaison Program (CALL), 
and Peace for DC. 
“Focusing on building po- 
lice and community rela- 
tions is where real change 
and impact will be cre- 


ated community by com- 
munity,” said former NFL 
linebacker Takeo Spikes, a 
Players Coalition Advocate 
and Executive Task Force 
Member. 
The NFL has provided more 
than $244 million to more 
than 40 national grant part- 
ners and more than 600 
grassroots 
organizations 
across the country since 
2017. The league is already 
approaching its 10-year, 
$250 million commitment 
to social justice efforts.The 
five new national grant 
partners received a total 
of $950,000.

CLEVELAND (AP) — The 
Guardians don’t need Mike 
Zunino to be an All-Star, 
though they wouldn’t mind 
if he became one again. 
Cleveland needs him to 
hit and deepen its lineup, 
and Zunio has shown he’s 
qualified. The AL Central 
champions upgraded an 
offensive void on Thursday 
by signing Zunino to a $6 
million, one-year contract. 
The 31-year-old hit a ca- 
reer-high 33 home runs for 
Tampa Bay in 2021, and the 
Guardians are confident 
he can provide some extra 
power for a team that hit 
just 127 homers last season. 
Zunino is also a solid defen- 
sive player, a prerequisite 
for a team built around its 
pitching staff. 
“The fact that he is such a 
good defender, works with 
the pitching staff so well,” 
Guardians 
president 
of 
baseball operations Chris 
Antonett said. “In our view, 
he’s not too far removed 
from a really productive of- 
fensive season in 2021, so 
we think we’ve improved in 
that spot and we’re excit- 


ed to have him in the fold.” 
Cleveland entered the off- 
season looking to improve 
its catching situation main- 
ly from an offensive stand- 
point. Austin Hedges and 
Luke Maile were both solid 
receivers, but didn’t do 
much with the bat. 
While Hedges was an in- 
valuable clubhouse leader 
and strong defensively as 


Cleveland’s primary starter, 
he batted just .163 in 105 
games. Maile hit .221 in 76 
games. Despite being the 
major’s youngest teams, 
the Guardians won the AL 
Central by placing a pre- 
mium on quality at-bats, 
making contact and get- 
ting on base, by any means 
necessary. It’s a different 
approach in this swing-or- 


strike out era, and Zunino is 
eager to join in on the fun. 
“It’s exciting, the speed 
dynamic in the lineup is re- 
ally enticing,” he said. “It’s 
just different ways to effect 
games. I think there’s a rea- 
son why you’ve seen the 
success they had last year 
and growing from that. 
With these young guys con- 
tinuing to get confident, it’s 


only going to get better.” 
Zunino’s signing follows the 
Guardians locking up slug- 
ger Josh Bell, who has 130 
homers in seven seasons 
and will bolster the middle 
of Cleveland’s order. 
Zunino played in just 36 
games in 2022 before un- 
dergoing surgery thoracic 
outlet syndrome in his left 
arm. It’s a condition that 
causes numbness in the 
affected extremity, and in 
this case to Zunino’s non- 
throwing arm. 
He’s been recovering and 
has progressed the point 
that he’s hitting off a tee. 
Zunino hasn’t faced live 
pitching yet, and is cur- 
rently focused on strength- 
ening his core muscles as 
he builds back. “There’s a 
lot that goes into swings, 
whether 
it’s 
obliques, 
whether it’s a bunch of 
things,” he said. “So, build- 
ing some reps when I chal- 
lenge myself and get to 
that point, I’ll be good to 
go. I’ve been symptom- 
free, gaining strength, mo- 
bility has been great. So 
I’ve been able to continue 
what would be a normal 
offseason for me.”q

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Catching up: Zunino gives Guardians upgrade, better bat 
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LOS ANGELES (AP) — Billie 
Moore, who coached the 
first U.S. Olympic women’s 
basketball team to a silver 
medal at the 1976 Montreal 
Games, has died. She was 
79. UCLA, where Moore 
was the women’s head 
coach from 1977-93, an- 
nounced Thursday that she 
died from cancer at home 
Wednesday night in Fuller- 
ton, California, surrounded 
by family and friends. 
Moore was the first coach 
in women’s basketball his- 
tory to lead teams from 
two different schools to 
national 
championships. 
She guided Cal State Ful- 
lerton to the Commission 
on Intercollegiate Athletics 
for Women title in 1970 and 


UCLA to the Association for 
Intercollegiate Athletics for 
Women (AIAW) title in 1978. 
Moore was inducted in 
both the Naismith Memo- 
rial Basketball Hall of Fame 
and the Women’s Basket- 
ball Hall of Fame in 1999. 
She began her coach- 
ing career as an assistant 
at Southern Illinois. Moore 
then spent eight seasons at 
Cal State Fullerton, where 
she went 140-15. Moore led 
UCLA to a 27-3 mark in 1978 
and posted a record 296 
victories in her 16 years with 
the Bruins. In her 24-year 
career, she finished with a 
436-196 record. 
Moore guided the U.S. 
women’s Olympic team at 
the Montreal Games near- 


ly a half century ago. Her 
team featured trailblazers 
of the game Pat Summitt, 
Ann Meyers Drysdale and 
Nancy 
Lieberman, 
who 
went 3-2 and finished run- 
ner up to the powerhouse 
Soviet Union team (5-0). 
USA Basketball said in a 
statement it was “proud 
to have been part of 
(Moore’s) 
journey. 
Our 
thoughts are with her loved 
ones at this difficult time.” 
The current U.S. Olympic 
coach, South Carolina’s 
Dawn Staley, said on social 
media that women’s bas- 
ketball “lost a legend to- 
day in Billie Moore ... thank 
you coach for servicing our 
game with class, dignity 
and purpose.”q

DOHA, Qatar (AP) — As Lio- 
nel Messi approaches his 
second and likely last World 
Cup final, the stakes could 
hardly be higher. 
The same goes for Argenti- 
na after more than 30 years 
of disappointment since it 
last won soccer’s ultimate 
prize. 
For Messi, victory against 
France at Lusail Stadium 
on Sunday is a chance to 
finally get his hands on the 
one major trophy that has 
eluded him in his storied 
career.

While 37-year-old Ronaldo 
exited the tournament at

benched by Portugal and 
in tears in the likely recog- 
nition that his last chance 
had passed, Messi is sum- 
moning some of his finest 
moments in an Argentina 
shirt to inspire his country’s 
run to the final. 
“Each time we see him 
play, he makes us and 
the players feel something 
special,” Argentina coach 
Lionel Scaloni said. “There’s 
something about him that 


people like, not only Argen- 
tines. 
“We feel lucky and privi- 
leged to have him wear 
our shirt.” 
Messi’s 
place 
alongside 
Diego Maradona as one 
of Argentina’s two most 
iconic soccer stars has 
been secure for some time 
now. But he is yet to emu- 
late 
Maradona’s 
great- 
est achievement by lead- 
ing his national team to a 
World Cup title. 
Maradona did that in Mex- 
ico in 1986 and Messi has 
lived with the expectation 


of repeating the feat since 
he emerged as a prodigy 
at Barcelona nearly 20 
years ago. 
There have been numer- 
ous false hopes during that 
time. 
There was the potential 
“dream team” of Mara- 
dona as coach and Messi 
as star player in South Af- 
rica in 2010. But Argentina 
went out in the quarterfi- 
nals after being beaten 4-0 
by Germany. 
In 2014, with Messi ap- 
proaching his peak years, 
Argentina reached the fi- 


nal in Brazil. 
Again it faced Germany. 
Again Messi was on the 
losing side, beaten 1-0 
through extra time. 
At the age of 35, he knew 
this was probably his last 
shot at the World Cup and 
he has risen to the occasion 
as the tournament’s co- 
leading scorer with France 
forward 
Kylian 
Mbappé 
with five goals. 
Perhaps 
more 
notable 
have been his assists, such 
as the disguised pass for 
Nahuel 
Molina’s 
goal 
against the Netherlands in 


the quarterfinals. 
Then there was his mesmer- 
izing run, turning Croatia 
defender Joško Gvardiol 
inside out, before setting 
up Julián Álvarez for Argen- 
tina’s third in the semis. 
“It’s at least something I 
can talk (about) with my 
kids one day that I guard- 
ed this great, great player,” 
Gvardiol said Thursday. 
Those assists have been 
indicative of the fact that 
Messi can no longer do it 
on his own. The emergence 
of Álvarez, with four goals, 
has been vital to Argen- 
tina’s progress. 
Messi doesn’t dominate for 
an entire 90 minutes any- 
more. Instead, he decides 
matches 
with 
key 
mo- 
ments. 
He isn’t as dynamic as he 
was in his younger years, 
but he has been more in- 
fluential than at any of his 
previous four World Cups. 
While Messi is aiming to 
complete his personal col- 
lection of trophies, hav- 
ing won four Champions 
League titles and seven 
Ballon d’Or awards for the 
best player in the world, Ar- 
gentina is looking to end its 
long wait for a third World 
Cup. It won the tournament 
for the first time when host- 
ing in 1978 and then again 
eight years later thanks to 
Maradona. q
